‘The report of 16 polio deaths in Detroit this week points 
‘out once again the need for the protection available from the 
Salk vaccine, None of those lost in Detroit had even one 
shot. Clinies there are crowded with those taking advantage 
of the vaccine now—perhaps too late. 

‘A clinic will be held here on Oct. 28 for first shots for 
children under one year, and completion shots for those who 
ye started the series in the clinics. It is hoped that the 
tragic, needless deaths in Detroit will at least serve as a 
warning for parents to have their children inoculated. 

‘A check with Wilmington’s Board of Health shows that, 
while an estimated 95% of pre-high school age children have 
had” the series of inoculations, only 5% of those over 15 
availed themselves of the protection from the dread disease. 

‘Young adults are particularly susceptible to polio; a 
child without a parent is as unfortunate as a child without 
the gise of a limb. See your doctor about protection for any 
member of your family who has not received the Salk vac-
